CREDITORS PROTECTED 


By a Law W hich Wai Passed During 
the|L ast Session of the 
Legislature. 


BUYERS: MUST EXERCISE CARE 


Must Inv estig ate Creditors, Notifying 
Amount Paid for’Stock. 


Numerous!frauds practiced on cred­ 
itors of business men caused a bill to 
be pretented (at the last session of the 
legislature and|it was passed and ap­ 
proved May» 13,1905. 
Business men of 
the stale are much interested in the 
new law. 
In many cases when owners of stock 
desired to dispose of the goods they 
would make a satisfactory deal with 
the buyer and before the creditors of 
the seller|weieiaware of the transac­ 
tion the fdebtor had left for other 
parts. 
There I was no way of coming 
back on the new owner and the cred­ 
itor had to stand theiheavy loss. The 
new law provides that the purchaser 
must investigate as to the creditors 
and must notify them the amount to 
be paid for the stock. 
The following 
is the law. 
“ That ia gale of any portion of a 
stock of ? merchandise, otherwise than 
in the ordinary course of trade or in 
the regular and usual prosecution of 
the sellers’! business ora sale of an 
entire stock of merchandise in gross 
will be presumedito he fraudulent « and 
void as against the creditors of the , 
s ailer unless tbe seller and purchaser j 
shall at least 'five days before the sale I 
m ike a full andfidetailed 'inv entory 
show irg the quantity and so faras 
possible, withlthe exercise of reason­ 
able diligence, the cost trice to the 
sailer of each article« tobe included in 
the sale, and ([unless such purchaser 
soall at least five days before the sale, 
in good faith make full and explicit 
inquiries of the seller as to tbe names 
and place of residence or place of bus­ 
iness of each and all of the creditors

The five days’ time is suffi­ 
cient for them to inv estig ate the pur­ 
chaser and to make arrangements for 
the collection of their bill.

In 1S14 near St. Gernad was found 
the tom b of the giant Isolent. who w as 
not less than thirty feet high.

near Rouen w as found

skeleton 
whose head held a bushel of corn and

feet in height. 
The giant Bacrt w as tw enty-tw o feet 
high. 
In 1623 near the castle in Q auphine a 
tomb w as found thirty feet long, six­ 
teen feet wide and eight feet high on 
which w ere cut in graystone the words 
“Kentolochus Rex.” 
The skeleton was 
found entire and m easured twenty-five

feet high,

MUST STRENGTHEN BRIDGE. 


Big Boone Stru ctu re 
Affected by 
Gradu al Landslide. 
When the great Bcone viadu ct, the 
biggest dou ble-track ed bridge in the 
world, was bu ilt by the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad over the Des- 
Moinea river, no one thou ght that 
there cou ld ever be su ch a thing as its 
su pports being endangered. 
Never­ 
theless su ch is the case, and the 
Northwestern has set to work at once 
to remedy the trou ble, says a Webster 
city dispatch. 
The hillside on the 
east side of the bridge is of soft yellow 
clay and the jar of the trains has 
started the hill to sliding down. The 
crack appeared first above the bridge 
bu t gradu ally work ed down to the 
viadu ct 
and 
the piers are being 
slightly affected by the slide. 
These 
piers are down into the grou nd sixty 
to eighty feet and it 
was never 
dreamed that they cou ld be affected. 
The company will tak e no chances 
and Chief Engineer Edward C. Har­ 
ter of the Chicago and Northwestern 
system and his principal assistant 
have inspected the bridge. 
As a re­ 
su lt of Mr. H a m rs inspecticn the 
company will begin at once the con­ 
stru ction of a solid wall of masonry 
of massive proportions, which will be 
su nk down beyond the reach of a pos­ 
sible slide and will be bu ilt u p to the 
bridge, greatly strengthening It. 
It 
is a big u ndertak ing and will involve 
the employment of many men and the 
expenditu re of many thou sands of 
dollars.

It is plain that the fair odds 
against a player correctly picking one 
of these thirty-« ev en numbers are 86 
to 1. 
But the bank only lays 35 to 1. 
Hence the bank has ahv ays, roughly 
speaking, a 3 per oent adv antage ov er 
the player. 
To jmt it another way, if 
a player backs the same number thir­ 
ty-sev en times he ought, according to 
the fair odds, to come out exactly 
square, but at Monte Carlo be cannot 
do so. He must lose a point. 
This adv antage of the bank applies 
to all the other chances besides the 
numbers on which the player may 
stake. 
Take, for example, the so called 
•’ev en” chance of red or black. Of the 
thirty-sev en numbers eighteen are red, 
eighteen black, the thirty-sev enth, zero, 
haring nominally no color. 
It is obv ious that if a player backs 
red there are nineteen chances (eight­ 
een blacks and zero) against his being 
correct. The fair odds are nineteen to 
eighteen against him, but the bank 
only lays ev en money. 
The adv antage to the bank does not 
end here, for when zero turns up the 
bank takes all stakes except those on 
zero and the ev en money chances. The 
latter are put aside—“ en prise” is the 
technical term. 
If on the next turn of the wheel the 
player on these ev en chances wins his 
stake Is released, and he may pick it 
up, but he wins nothing. 
To win he must Htake again, and 
thus when zero turns up it Is at least 
tv ro to one against a player on an 
“ ev en money” chance. 
The second reaeon why the bank 
must always win In the long run is the 
existence of the “ maximum.” 
The maximum (6.000 francs, or £ 240) 
is the highest amount a player can win 
on any one chance. If a player with 
unlimited resources could go on play­ 
ing “ double or quits” with the casino 
imieflnitely he would ev entually break 
the bank in the full sense of the term. 
But you cannot play •'double or quits” 
with M. Blanc for long. 
Starting with the minimum stake al­ 
lowed—v iz, 
5 
francs—and 
doubling 
your stakes each time, your elev enth 
stake, supposing you to win or lose 
consecutiv ely, 
would be ov er 5,000 
francs, and you could double no longer. 
In other words, you would hav e come 
to a point at which you could not on 
one turn of the wheel either double 
your winnings or recoup all your losses. 
All systems are designed to nullify 
fha effects of zero and the maximum 
If one could be certain that zero would 
turn up. as It ought to turn up, once in 
ev ery thirty-sev en turns, it could be 
prov ided against, and the casino, ev en 
wtth the help of the maximum, would 
be in a bad way. 
But no such certainty Is possible, 
and therefore ev ery system splits on 
this rock. And so with the maximum. 
Perhaps the most fatal systems of all 
are thoee based upon the theory that 
if red has come up a certain number 
of times running black will follow. To 
illustrate the folly of this theory, take 
the following example: If you toes a 
penny in the air 1,000 times and it 
comes heads 909 times it is of course 
only ev en money on its being tails the 
next time. 
TTie third reason, IX, indeed, another 
be needed, why the bank must always 
win is that the human and fallible play­ 
er is always playing against an in­ 
fallible machine. 
The slightest mistake in calculation, 
the least Inattention, and the system 
breaks down. And to err is human. 
So Monte Carlo flourishes and always 
will flourish so long as the law allows 
It to exist.—Pearson’s Weekly.
